THE COUStOCK. 


A Good Many Years of Legitimate Pros- 


pcnt3' tor the lode. 


EDITOR 
JOUP.XAL: 
Thing!) on the 


Comstock do not look as encouraging 
as they might. Still the general situa- 
tion ia not as discouraging as it might 
be, and there IP, in my opinion, a prob- 
ability of a good ra<iny years of legiti- 
mate prosperity ahead for tho camp. 
This cannot happen under existing cir- 
cumstances 
That is to say, that min- 


ing, like any other business, must be 
conducted 
on 
business principles, 


which is not the rule nor the exception 
on tho Comstock. There is a difference 
of opinion as to the existence of any 
large bodies of low grade ore, but 
enough is believed by posted people to 
exist to keep the camp moving for a 
long time if means to work it can 
be found, and those means are at hand, 
if what I learn is true. I refer to the 
Peck process of concentration, which 
has proven an unqualified success. As 
is ^ell known, tho "slimes" at the Eu- 
reka, Morgan and Mexican mills were 
acquired some time ago. Those at the 
Eureka are now worked up, and the 
concentrating apparatus has demons- 
trated its superiority over every other. 
The plant at the Mexican is now at 
work on the Morgan slimes just as suc- 
cessfully, and the owners of the patents 
are reaching out for other propositions. 
They have an extensive plant in South 
Africa, \\ orking on tailings in Johannes- 
burg, and are on the high road to pros- 
perity. The significance of all this is 
that low giade ore, so situated that it 
can be crushed cheaply, can be con- 
centrated from the stamps, and all the 
subsequent processes now in vogue 
done away with. This involves the 
saving of mill castings, bluestone, salt, 
mercury and the wages of numerous 
men to handle tho work. 


In my opinion the ores from the 


Comstock, as well as the waste, will go 
out through the Sutro tunnel, at the 
mouth of which crushing and concen- 
trating works will be erected. There is 
unlimited power for electiic plants on 
the Carson river, only awaiting energy 
and capital. The Eureka mill power is 
in shape for instant use. The old 
Franklin mill power and that of the 
Douglass mill at Dayton are also 
available, all within easy conveying 
distance for electricity. 


Near Dayton, in the Como rangef 


very valuable properties are being de 
veloped. That of Hully & Logan prom- 
ises big things. They have 25 or 30 
feet of ore that goes from $10 to $20, 
while there appears to be almost un- 
limited quantities of it. The interests 
of Colonel Boyle and others are nearly 
as flattering, and a tunnel is now being 
run to drain the ground, where veiy 
rich ore is known to exist. These romo 
croppings extend for 17 miles, and the 
presence of ore bodies already known 
makes it extremely probable that that 
section will largely take the place of 
the Comstock as a factor in the general 
prosperity of the section.
